ELECTRIFYING 
MAGIC LANTERN 


Purchase the following: 

A. Acandelabra cord with switch. 

B. A 40W or 60W LED candelabra bulb. 
C. Four (4) feet for the bottom Mounting 
Block. 

I got all of the above at Home Depot. 


You may have to enlarge the hole in the 
bottom of the ML. 


Insert candelabra socket in bottom of ML. 


Insert bulb in candelabra socket. 


Turn ML on. Insert slide. 


Adjust candelabra socket and bulb position 


for the best picture. 
Once | determined the best position, I 
put a dab of metal epoxy underside of a

I made the Mounting Block 
out of a piece of 2 X 6 and 4 
feet (for clearance of the power 
cord). 


I had to make an extension for 
the lens. My lens was to short.
